Prosecutor Outlines Case To Jury, 
Implicating D nkens And James 
Palmer Of The Crime 


Janies Dinkens. Indianapolis resi­ 
dent, and formerly of this city, was 
on trial today in the eireuit eourt on 
a charge of 
2 raltd 
lai *en\, being 
hi tire specifically charged with rob­ 
bing the Bit: Four dejwd in this eity 
in Au^u-l, 11*21, when it is alleged 
that ftitMl worth of merchandise was 
stolen. 
The jury whieh sat in a ease here 
Monday against 
Aaron 
Newsome, 
colored man of Carthage, charged I 
with false pretense, was discharg­ 
ed shout six o clock ill tin* evening I 
when they failed to reu^h an agree- j 
meut. 
Dinkens was arrested this summer 
with Janies Palmer of this eity, and 
each are charged with the crime of 
robbing the depot. 
Palmer, it is un­ 
derstood, had eonfessed following his 
arrest, and he is to be 
arraigned 
later. 
Some little trouble 
was 
evpori- 
eneed in obtaining a jury, and the 
following men were chosen about 11 
o’clock:

Elmore 
Gibson, D. L Bant a, George Krani 
mes, Joe Pike, Frank 
Fore, 
Ben 
Jones, Leslie Miller, E. O. George, R. 
M. Aldridge, J. S. Stevens ami Jesse

Then* were many witnesses sum­ 
moned iiv each side of the ease, and 
it was doubtful as to whether the 
evidence would be completed ♦»»day. 
P ro se.-u to r Ketehiitii in his open­ 
ing statement to the jury stated that 
the state would "how by its evidence 
that Dinkens and Palmer planned to 
enter the depot on the night of Aug­ 
ust 7, 19*21, and he said that they 
waited near the depot until a south­ 
bound freight passed in the night. 
When the freight was passing, one 
of the men threw a brick 
through 
the window of the station, and the 
attorney said that the man’s hand 
was cut bv g la s s . 
Tin* noise of the 
train offset the noise of falling glass. 
The state’s attorney stated 
that 
tin* men had planned to rob the sate, 
a s Dinkens needed $100, but 
when 
they e n te r e d the station they found 
tin* safe to <* open and there was no 
money in it. 
He said that the state would show 
further that the men then 
entered 
the freight 
station, and opened a 
large box of merchandise, consigned 
to a 
edalcr 
at Knightstown, 
and 
that they took considerable quanti­ 
ties of the wearing apparel. 
The attorney 
said that 
the evi­ 
dence would show further that P al­ 
mer nm oved his share ot the loot 
to his home in this 
city, and 
that 
Dinkens* did not maintain any resi­ 
dence, and Ik- 
eould not take a is 
away, and that he hid hi- share in 
a field south of the city. 
Prosecutor Ketehum 
stated 
that 
some time later Dinkens 
returned 
here, aid told 
Fred Clevenger, Jr., 
that he was welcome to ihe stuff it 
he would go o it and get it, and that 
still later when Palmer was in jail on 
the charge, that Dinkens wen to his 
home ami communicated with his 
wife about the stolen goods that had 
been stored in the attic at her home. 
The defendant dressed up in some 
of the men’s apparel, according to 
the attorney, and tin* rest was burn­ 
ed. 
The dete lives of the railroad 
traced the robbery this summer to 
the two men, according to the nffi- 
da vit. 
The Fred Clevenger mentioned as 
receiving the stolen goods, is now 
serving a sentence at 1 he stab* re­ 
formatory, and he was bought here 
today to testify on 
behalf of I lie 
state, and was expected to collabor­ 
ate the facts as set out by the pro­ 
secutor in his statement.

Compliance with the request for the 
additional carrier comes after sever­ 
al years waiting, during which time 
many - ompiaints of delayed mail de­ 
livery has been received trom 
all 
sections of the city. 
Griffin Treadway will become 
the 
new letter carrier after having acted 
for several years as 
a 
substitute 
carrier and regularly employed as 
the parcel post carrier. It will mean 
that an examination for a 
carrier 
will be held soon to name a success­ 
or for the parcel post carrier or the 
vacancy will he filled by appointing 
some one from the waiting list. 
Several months ago a petition was 
presented to the postoffVce here 
by 
persons affected by the late delivery 
o»f mail, and an inspector from \\ ash- 
ington investigated 
the 
conditions 
here, and a lrire ' some of the routes, 
but did not benefit the delivery. 
The 
territory was too great 
for 
four 
carriers to cover twice a day, and 
with t-he additWri of the fitth c a r­ 
rier, it will mean that all routes will 
be <*hanged, and those who 
have 
waited until as late as one o’clock in 
the afternoon for their morning mail, 
will probably be the most benefitted 
under the new arrangements.

Berlin, Oct. 9—The German gov­ 


ernment 
today took another 
step 


toward ending the Ruhr deadlock and 
resuming reparations payment. 


Through its ambassadors at Paris 
and London, tin* Stressemann gov­ 
ernment inquired 
whether 
France 
and England were prepared to n e ­ 
gotiate regarding necessary details, 
it was learned reliably this 
a fte r­ 
noon. 
Until the replies are received 
the 
government proimscs to withhold its 
answer to a so-called 
industrialist 
ultimatum delivered today by 
big 
business interests, headed by Hugo 
Stinnes. 
Chancellor Stressemdan has 
won 
the required confidence of the Reich­ 
stag in his new patch-work ministry, 
despite a general feeling it cannot 
long endure. 
By a two thirds vote, the Reich­ 
stag passed a resolution 
of confi­ 
dence in the Stressemann government 
late last night. The Dutch national­ 
ists, Fie Communists and the B avar­ 
ian Folks-party (not to be confused 
with the folks party of 
Germany) 
voted against the chancellor.

'Stressemann 
was receiving the support of the leg­ 
islators, Hugo Stinnes, 
stung 
by 
charges of Bernhard in

Former British Premier Believes Idea 
of Determining Germany’s Capa­ 
city to Pay is Best 


J. H. Scholl, superintendent of the 
Rushviile public »; hools, is assisting 
school officials of the state assigned 
to Rush county this week to conduct 
tests in elementary subjects, in the 
township schools, as a part o f 
the 
program to gather information 
in 
‘‘control counties” to be 
compared 
with similar tests conducted in coun­ 
ties where special supervision is

of the Rockefeller Foundation. 
Albert Free, superintendent of the 
Owen county schools, and 
R.

Tirey, superintendent of the Bloom­ 
ington schools, two of the nine men 
assigned to this county, were unable 
to come and Supt. Scholl was 
re­ 
quested to help. W. E. Wagoner, a s ­ 
sistant state high school 
inspector, 
who fis directing the tests in

carrying out of the plan. Supt. Free 
may he able to come here for 
the 
latter part of the work, but was un ­ 
able to be present for the first half. 
Supt. Tirey has found it impossible 
to come at all. 
Tests were held in Walker, Ru»h- 
ville and Noble townships today and 
W edntsday the 
schools 
of Posey. 
Union and Jackson townships 
will 
be visited. Ripley, Center and W ash­ 
ing to n townships will be the 
last 
group and they will be the scene of 
the tests Thursday.

Turning from tin/ -cnti*:^ to iihe op­ 
timistic ride, the Rotary club to ­ 
day discussed “The Advantages of 
Rushrille,” after having devoted the 
meeting last week to “The Needs of 
Rushviile”. Five

to be found in Rushviile, following

I. L. Endres spoke first on “T rans­ 
portation Facilities,” pointing to the

ids respect, than any city of its 
xe, because of the four railroads 
nd an interurban line. 
Mr.

Ires declared that though none of 
hem was a trunk line, they eon- 
leeted with main lines in such t way 
that shippers really received better 
service than if they were located on 
trunk line". 
He asserted that Rush- 
rille was not so fortunate in p a ss­ 
enger service and touched briefly on 
;he motor bus as a means of tra n s­ 
portation. 
Eugene B. Butler, principal of the 
ligh 
school, 
discussed “ Schools,” 
>asing his short talk on the premise

Mr. Butler asserted the P al­ 
mer system has been m astered in the 
dushville schools and that a great

Association of High Schools, Colleg­ 
es and Universities, which was even 
i gerater recognition of its worth.

The feat of the Yankees in win­ 
ning three pennants in a row is more 
of a novelty iu the younger Ameri­ 
can League, however, as the Detroit 
Tigers, who won the cham pionship in 
1907, 1908 and 1909, were the only 
club to do it in the past. 
Never before, however, have

The oorn-soybean-mineral ration 
developed by Purdue University Ag­ 
ricultural Experiment Station again 
proved its worth as a fattening ra ­ 
tion for hogs as witnessed by 400 
farmers» who attended the third an­ 
nual swine Day held recently at the 
University, 
The average of three trials are 
reported by C. M. Vestal, in charge 
of this work with fattening hogs in 
drvlot from a weight of 108 to 233 
oounds, showed that the corn-soy- 
»ean-mineral combination put on an 
average daily gain of 1.89 pounds at 
a cost of $6.18 per hundred against 
the standard corn and tankage ra ­ 
tions daily gain of 1.84 pounds at a 
cost of $6.43. 
Corn and soybeans 
alone showed an average daily gain 
of 1.57 pounds at a cost of $6.52. 
In figuring feed cost of gains corn 
was priced at 84 cents a bushel, soy­ 
beans at $1.25 a bushel, tankage at 
$65 a ton and mineral at 2 cents a 
jound. On the basis of these figures 
soybeans were worth $1.12 a bushel 
without mineral and with it $1.52 a 
mshel when compared with tankage 
at $65 a ton. 
Hogs were exhibited 
from 
two 
trials in which spring pigs were be­ 
ing fattened from a weight of 75 to 
220 pounds. 
Here the soybean-min- 
eral combination was not quite as 
valuable as when used for fattening 
the heavier hogs, but again was more 
economical than the corn and tank­ 
age ration.

This leads to a condition in which 
the buyers will not pluce orders and 
t’he manufacturers ot steel products 
cannot complete their plans for out­ 
put for future delivery.

of trade, the condition of the steel 
market is being reflected in

lines of business.

Cook and a few others are expect­ 
ed to plead not guilty. Cook

has issued, that the 
Government's 
prosecution of him was inspired by 
the hig oil interests of the country.

Dinkens was arrested this summer 


with James Palmer of this city, and 
•each are charged'with the crime of 
robbing the; depot. Pahner, it is un- 
derstood, had confessed following his 
arrest, and lie is to ibe arraigned 
later. 


Some lii'ile trouble was 
experi- 


enced in obtaining a jury, and the 
following men were chosen about 11 
o'clock: Horace 
Gliddcn, 
Elmore 


Gibson, D. L. Banta, George Kram- 
mcs, Joe Pike, Frank

There were many witnesses sum- 


moned iby each side of the case, and 
it was doubtful as to whether the 
evidence would be completed .today. 


Prosecultor Ketchum in his open-

enter the depot on .the night of Aug- 
ust 7, 1921, and he said that they 
waited near the'depot until a south- 
bound freight passed in the night.

FALL BEST TIME 
TO FRESHEN COWS 


Fall Freshenig Has Many/Advantag- 


es And Should be Practiced by 


Dairymen More Generally 


AFFECTS MILK 
PRODUCTION 


Cows Freshened in Fall Produce 84 


Pounds More Milk oh 32 Pounds 
More Fat Than Those in Spring 


By G. A. WILLIAMS 


(Dairy Department, Purdue Univer- 


sity) 


Many dairy cows will freshen in 


Indiana during the next few weeks. 
Fall freshening has many advantag- 
es and should be practiced by dairy- 
men more generally than it is. Hot 
weather, poor pastures and flies al- 
wlvys reduce the milk flow .during the 
summer months. Cows nearing the 
end of their lactation or those that 
are dry are not so seriously effected 
by these conditions as .animals that 
have been in milk only a few months. 
Again, after threshing and silo-filling 
dairymen are not -so busy and can 
give more care -and attention to the 
fresh cow and her calf. 


The time of freshening exerts con- 


siderable influence on 
production. 


The United States Department of 
Agriculture publishes the 
following

It will be seen that the cows fresh- 


ening in the fall 
produced 847 


pounds more milk or 32 pounds more 
fat than those freshening in 
the 


spring. Takuijr.the price ot butterfat 
at 40 cents per pound, this would 
mean that the first group have an in- 
come of ~ $12.80 per cow more than 
the spring group. Some a'dditional 
feed would be required but it would 
not equal the difference in receipts. 
Prices arc 
better during winter 


months and there is less danger of 
producing a surplus of milk during 
Blie winter season. Much of the so- 
called over production could.-be avoid- 
ed if many of those cows that fresh- 
en in the spring, nYilk 'for 
a 
few 


months during the grass season and 
are poorly fed during the winter, 
could 'be disposed of. Undoubtedly 
many of these should be consigned 
to the shambles immediately 
but 


there are some that would make a 
fair profit over feed cost if given, a 
chance. 


Every cow should be dry at least 


s'ix weeks before freshening. It 
is 


not uncommon to hear a dairyman 
say "You simply -cannot get that c6w 
dry. S'hc milks rijht aip to calving."

The value of feeding to poultry 


a mash 'containing an animal 'pro- 
tein sueh as tankage or meat scraps 
is shown in a report' made on two 
Deleware County farms iby County 
Agent A. L. Hodgson. The report 
follows:

Mrk Ethel Huff, who has been 


keeping records jn the County Egg 
Record work since March, and who 
has .Single Comb White 
Leghorn 


hens, reports the following: Record 
for last week of June showed 35 
eggs per day on a flock of 79 hens. 
On July 7 or 8, these hens ate the 
last of a mash feed which she had 
been keeping' .before them. 
In a 


week the production had dropped to 
•one and two eggs per day the mash 
feed was resumed within -a week, 
with a result thai oh July 22 the 
yield went to 8 eggs per day and by 
August 1 the flock had again laid 
34 eggs and on the 5 of August 42 
eggs were produced, with an everage 
of 35 eggs per day for the first 27 
days of August. The flock culled 
on the 28. 
The birds were divided 


into three classes, 30 No. 1, 21 No, 
2 and 28 culls. 
Another flock of 


White Wyandottes kept on the same 
farm and fed, separately by Orn 
Huff showed 61 No. 1, 80 No. 2. and 
58. rolls for a total of 199 hens. 


Mr. Huff stated emphatically that 
after having fed .the same special 
feed that his daughter-in-law had 
fed, it surely pays to feed-hens in 
the summer. 


That culling hens regularly and 


systematically is a paying proposi- 
tion for the farmer is demonstrat- 
ed by the .experience of Howard; M-e- 
Mullen, who conducted a Purdue IJni- 
versity poultry demonstration farm 
in Delaware County. The McMullens 
have a flock of Single Comb White 
Leghojrns land' started) culling five 
yeai-s^ago. The nest year JMrs. Mc- 
Mullen (began keeping eggs records 
and found that her flock of 200 
birds laid -an average of 125 eggs 
per year. 
The next year a some- 


what larger flock averaged 142 eggs 
for the year and last year a yield of 
150 eggs per bird for a flock of 
325 hens was secured. For the six 
months period ending July 31, 1923, 
an average of 110 eggs per bird 'has 
been produced and it is expected for 
the year, not, less than 170 eggs per 
bird will be reached.

RESULTS AT SWINE SHOW 


Htgs Were Examined Frm Twe- 
Trials In Which Sprint Pfe Wm 
Fattened From 75 Tt 220 Pwnds

The corn-soybean-mineral ration 


developed by Purdue University Ag- 
ricultural Experiment Station again 
proved its worth as a fattening ra- 
tion for bogs as witnessed by 400 
farmers who attended the third an- 
nual swine Day held recently at the 
University. 


The average of three trials are 


reported by C. M. Vestal, in charge 
of this work with fattening hogs in 
drylot from a weight of 108 to 233 
>qunds, showed that the corn-soy- 
tean-mineral combination pat on an 
average daily gain of 1.89 pounds at 
a leost of $6.18 per hundred against 
he standard corn and tankage ra- 
ions daily gain of 1.84 pounds at a 
ost of $6.43. Corn and soybeans 
alone showed an average daily gain 
f 1.57 pounds at a cost of $6.52. 
In figuring feed cost of gains corn 


was priced at 84 cents a bushel, soy- 
wans at' $1.25 a bushel, tankage at 
65 a ton and mineral at 2 cents a 
tourid. On the basis of these figures 
oybeans were worth $112 a bushel 
without mineral and with it $1.52 a 
nshel when compared with tankage 
at $65 a ton.

Rats and home mice arc among 


the most destructive rodent pests ii 
Indiana, according to Mr. Carr. The> 
may b'e best controlled by poison 
ng with barium carbonate with one 
of several attractive ibaits. Mr. Can 
offers the following suggestion^ in 
joisoning rats and home mice: Three 
ypes of bait are available, 'meat 
>aits such as hamburger and fish 
cereal baits such as bread and rolled 
oats, and vegetables and fruits such 
as apple and canned corn. Mix one 
>art of barium carbonate, which can 
>e purchased at drug stores, witl 
four parts by weight of the Ibait. Mi: 
horoughly, adding water when nc- 
:essary to make the bait moist. Plact 
i teaspoonful of the ibait in a piece 
of newspaper, enclosing it by bring- 
ng the edges of the paper together 
and twisting.

400 Bushel Yields on Stauffer's Farm 


More than 350 farmers from Mkh- 


igan, Illinois, Ohio and fifteen north- 
era Indiana ''counties gathered .at 
W. M. Stauffers field, near Akron, 
Ind. i Sept. 27, and proved to their 
own satisfaction -that 400 bushels 
of potatoes is not an impossibility in 
Indiana.

ed from certified .seed. Dr.

Gardner of Purdue University Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station, empha- 
sized the importance 
of securing 


only highest grade 
certified' seed 


potatoes in order to control the dis- 
eases which are 'causing great loss- 
es throughout the state. Certified 
seed ibeing free from •disease gives 
vigorous plants that-produce' large 
crops of high quality potatoes. Prof. 
S. D. Conner explained that careful 
•xperiments had .proven that muck 
jotatoes properly 
fertilized • had 


vigher quality than when grown in 
other types of soil. The use of 500 
pounds of 2-12-6 feltilizer on high 
ground or 200 pounds ol muriate of 


potash and 250 pounds "of acid phos- 
phate per acre on muck will give 
big increase. "Plant the potatoes on 
the die lies t pieces jof soiil on the farm 
and give :t good care to get big 
yields," said Prof. Conner. 


Mr. Stauffer, in speaking attributed 


his success to certified seed and pro- 
perly fertilized soily plus nise of large 
size seed pieces and then following 
up with best cultural practices.
